How It Laoko ta narraMhaw* 

llai rodshurg Democrat: — Mr. Craig 
Ualstuii, the ftaclielor editor of the 
D.uiville Advocate was here Monday, 
and was asked by the Democrat what 
time limil the DaiiviUe people had in 
which to turn over Ihe right of way 
from Ilarpidsiiurg to D:inville, and if 
Ihey held a ci nt ury option on the Spen 
cer [iropi.sit ion, a liuestion which the 
Advocate dodged, and Courier and 
News ignored? He said, in substance, 
that they had received only a verbal 
proposition made by Mr. Spencer, that 
that if they would secure the free 
right of way, either for the western or 
eastern route from Harrodsburg, that 
the extension would be built, but did 
not s;iy when. That Danville had 
raised a sutVicient subscription id pay 
for llie right of way on the eastern 
route, a good deal of which liad been 
collected, and Ihey are now waiting 
hir the Southern Ilailway Company to 
make Ihe next move. They had se- 
cured options on most of the land on 
that route, and the rest would have lo 
t>e condemned. The Danville people 
could not h:ive land condemned, nor 
could the Railway Company, until it 
first had Its charter amended. 
He was then asked if the said 
charter amoMlBaeBt would not 
require Legislative action? He 
aildna 80, aoeording to the status 
of affialis, as Indicated by Mr. Ralston, 
and who seemed to be posted, it is like- 
ly to be quite an indefinite length 
of time before the extension is ever 
built from Harrodsburg to Danville, 
and we advise the Durgin workers to 
push ahead the lJurgin and Lancaster 
route, and the whole of Mc.-cer ought 
toco-operate with them. It appears 
that the Danville people have worked 
most diligently ancl faithfully, and 
have suece.ssfully accomplished nearly 
all they undertook, but have built 
their hopes upon a shallow foundation, 
which Ilarrod.sburg. Burgin and Lan- 
caster might undermine by continue^ 
efforts, and by exerting themselves 
with tbe same vim and eoeigy whichl
